Waters they drink are hot and ſtagnant, corrupted by the 
Sun, and ſupply'd by the Rain. The River Phaſis itſelf 
is the moſt ſtagnant of all Rivers, and the ſtream the 
gentleſt. The Fruits they have there never come to 
perfection, but are cramp'd in their growth, and as it 
nich were effceminated 7, by the vaſt quantity of Water. 
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The Air of the Country is alſo thick and miſty from 6 4 
much Water. For theſe reaſons the Phaſians differ in 
their appearance from other people: for they are large 
and thick to a prodigy, without any ſign of joint « 
veſſel, Their colour is a pale yellow, like that in 31 
Faundice, Their voice is the deepeſt in the world, and 
that from breathing Air that is not clear, but miſty 
and very humid ; and with reſpe& to exerciſe they are 
very lazy. The Seaſons undergo no great change as to 
exceſſive heat or cold. The Winds are often ſoutherh, 
except one that is peculiar to the Country, which they 
call by the name of Cenchron, and this, when it blow 
is ſometimes violent, troubleſome, and hot.

For, the Seaſons being 
nearly the ſame, no corruption or fault happens in the 
condenſation or mixture of the Seeds, unleſs by ſome 
violent accident or diſeaſe, A ſtrong proof of their hu- 
midity is what I'm going to offer. The greateſt part of 
the Scythians, and the Nomades in general, are burnt 
(you will find) in the Shoulders, Arms, Wriſts, Breafts, 
Hips, and Loins, for no other reaſon than that they are 
naturally ſoft and humid. For they can neither ſtrain 
the bow, nor throw the javelin with their arm, becauſe 
of the moiſtneſs and flaccidneſs of the part; but, when 
they are burnt, a great part of the moiſture in the joints 
is dry'd up, and they become more firm, are nouriſh'd 
better, and the joints of the body are more diſtin.

Many alfo had Lienteries, 
Wand Dyſenteries, but theſe without much pain. The 
diſcharges were of the bilious, fat, thin, and watery 


Stimes with, ſometimes without, a fever. There were 
likewiſe cruel gripings and twiſtings of the guts, with in- 
tolerable pain. Many things that were in the body and 
ſuppreſs d were let out, but theſe diſcharges did not carry 
off the pains, What was adminiſter'd met with great 
difficulty; for purges were very injurious to moſt. Of 
theſe that were thus affected many dy'd in a ſhort time, 
and many again held out longer. In a word, all that 
were ill, whether of acute or chronical complaints, dy'd 
chiefly of diſorders in the belly ; for the belly was the ge- 
neral receiver of all 6.

The urine was much, and 
that not in proportion to the drink taken in, but vaſtly 
more ; and that which came away was very. bad in it 
quality; having neither thickneſs, nor digeſtion, nor 
was the body well cleans'd by it. Whereas in many 
caſes cleanſings by the urine that are good are very be 
neficial. To the greateſt part they now imply'd corny- 
tion or colliquation, diſorder, pains, and the want of: 
criſis. Coma's likewiſe happen'd, particularly in the 
Phrenſies and the burning-fevers ; not but they happen 
too in all the other capital diſeaſes 7, where a fever 2. 
tended; but in many a heavy coma follow'd, or little and 
gentle ſleeps, all the time. 

Many other kind of fevers were alſo epidemical, ſuchs 
tertians, quartans, notturnals, continuals, chronicals, u- 
raticks, inconſtants, and ſuch as were attended with a 
ſea's and inguietude. All theſe brought with 'em gret 
uneaſineſs: for the belly was in moſt cafes much dif 
turb'd, horrours came on, and ſweats that were not cri. 
tical, As to the urine, that was as we have already de- 
ſcrib'd it. A great many of em were likewiſe tedious; 
the abſceſſes, that happen'd here, not proving critical u 
at other times. Add to this, the criſis's were univerſally 
very difficult, and ſometimes not at all; or prov'd very 
tedious, eſpecially to theſe. A few of em were deter- 
min'd in about eighty days; but to the greateſt part they 
went off at random.

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THuUCYDIDES upon the Plague. 


IN the very beginning of Summer s, the Peloponne- The Plague 
Fans, with two thirds of their allies, invaded Attica, as of Athens. 
Hey had done the firſt year of the war, under the con- 

& of Archidamus the Son of Zeuxidamus king of Spar- 
„; and, after encamping, waſted the country about 
Em. They had not been many days in Attica, before 
the Plague firſt broke out among the Athenians, after 

aving before that viſited, as the report went, Lemnos 
tell . many other places: but ſo great a plague and mor- 

ity was never yet known, in the memory of man. 

The phyſicians were ſo far from being able to cure it at 
&it, for want of knowing the nature of it, that they 
mſelves dy'd faſter than others, as being moſt familiar 
ith the ſick; nor cou'd any other art of man make 
ad againſt it. All /upplications to the Gods, and ingui- 
Ws of Oracles, and the like, fignify'd nothing; ſo that, 
C laſt, overcome with the diſtemper, they left em all 
F. It began, by report, firſt in that part of Zthiopia j,, begin- 
Gat lies above Ægypt, and fo came down into Agypt ning. 
bd Libya, and a great part of the King of Per/ia's do- 
Winions. Athens was ſeiz'd with it on a ſudden, but 
in Piræus; which occaſion'd a report that the Pelo- 
neſians had thrown poiſon into the wells; for at that 
Ine they had no ſprings or fountains there. Afterwards 
W came up into the high city, and prov'd much more 
Wortal than before, Now let every man, phyſi- 
Wn or private perſon, ſay, according to his knowledge, 
What the origin of this diſtemper might be, or what 
uſes might be ſufficient to produce ſo great an altera-

The year was univerſally allow'd to be the healthief 
and freeſt from other diſeaſes of any; and, if any on 
was ſick before, all his illneſs was converted to this 
Others, who were in perfect health, were taken ſudden. 
ly, without any apparent cauſe, with violent ' heats i 
their heads, and with redneſs and inflammations in ther 
eyes. Their tongues and throats within became imme 
diately Bloody; their breath in great diſorder and off 
five. A ſneezing and a hoarſeneſs enſu'd; and, in: 
ſhort time, the pain deſcended into the brea/?, attend 
with a violent cough, When it was once ſettled abot 
the mouth of the ſtomach, a retching, and vomiting of K 
lious ſtuff, in as great a variety as ever was known amor 
phyſicians, ſucceeded, but not without the greateſt anti 
ty imaginable. Many were ſeiz d with a Hiccup, tht 
brought up nothing, but occaſion'd a violent convulſa 
which in ſome went off preſently, but in others cont 
nu'd much longer. The body outwardly was neither ven 
hot to the touch, nor pale, but rediſh, livid, and fin 
er d (as it were) all over with little pimply eruptions, au 
ulcers; but inwardly the heat was ſo exceedingly gie, 
that they cou'd not endure the ſlighteſt covering, or tit 
fineſt Linen, or any thing ſhort of abſolute nakednek 
It was alſo an infinite pleaſure to em to plunge into ll 
water; and many of thoſe who were not well attendel 
did ſo, running to the wells, to quench their infatiabl 
thirſt : not that it ſignify'd whether they drank much u

The terribleſt circumſtan 
of all was the dejection of mind in thoſe that found ther 
ſelves beginning to be ill (for, growing immediately u 
ſperate, they gave themſelves over much more, with, 
making any reſiſtance); and their dying like ſhe 
infected by their care and concern for others, incra 
their deſpair; the . greateſt mortality proceeding t 
way. For, if they were unwilling to viſit others th 
fear, they dy'd by themſelves without aſſiſtance 
which means many families became deſolate, for wan 
ſome body to take care of em); or, if they viſited, t 
likewiſe dy'd, eſpecially thoſe who had virtue or hun 
nity enough to do any friendly offices : for ſuch ou 
ſhame wou'd not ſpare themſelves, but went in to ti 
friends, eſpecially after it came to that paſs that event 
domeſticks, weary'd with the lamentations of thoſeti 
dy'd, fell ill themſelves, overcome with the greatneh 
the calamity. But thoſe that were recover'd had mu 
compaſſion on thoſe that were dying, and on thole d 
lay fick, as having known the miſery themſelve, 1 
now were in a ſecure and ſafe ſituation: for it never ſet 
the ſame perſon twice, ſo as to be mortal. Others ther 
fore eſteem'd them happy, and they themſelves, tir 
excels of preſent joy, conceiv'd a kind of ſmall hope nt 
ver to die of any future ſickneſs, | 
The bringing proviſions from the country to the d 
was an additional grievance, and equally affected di 
who came with em into the city. For, having 
houſes, but dwelling, at that time of the year, in 
booths or huts *, the mortality was now without any r 
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or order; dead men, and thoſe that were juſt. expiring, 
Iying upon one another in the ſtreets, while men half- 
dead lay about every well, deſiring a little water. The 
Temples alſo, where they dwelt in tents, were alſo full 
of the dead that dy'd there: for, oppreſs'd to the laſt de- 
gree by the violence of the diſtemper, and not knowing 
what courſe to take, men grew equally careleſs both of 
holy and profane things. All the laws relating to fune- 
rals, that had been obſerv'd before, were now violated 
and confounded ; every one burying where he cou'd find 
room. Many, for want of neceſſaries, after fo many 
deaths before, were become even impudent in the arti- 
cle of Funerals. For, when one had made a Funeral. 
pile, another, getting before him, wou'd throw on his 
dead, and fet fire to it: and, while one was burning, 
another wou'd come, and throwing him upon it that he 
had brought along with him, wou'd go away again. 
The great licentiouſneſs, which was alſo us d here in 
other reſpects, began at firſt from this diſeaſe. For 8 
2 man wou'd before diſſemble, and not acknowl 
be done for the ſake of pleaſure, he now durſt 4 
own, ſeeing before his eyes ſuch quick revolutions of 
things, rich men dying ſuddenly, and ſucceeded by o- 
thers not wofth a groat : ſo that they thought it better 
to have a ſpeedy enjoyment of their eſtates and pleaſures, 
as men that held their lives and fortunes alike by the 
day. As to laborious works, no man was forward to 
undertake any thing noble or laudable ; fiot knowing 
whethef he ſhou'd live to finiſh it: but what any man 
knew to be delightful, and every way conducing to plea- 
ſure, that was made both profitable and honourable ; nei- 
ther the ſear of the Gods, nor the laws of men, reſtrain- 
ing any. For, with reſpect to the one, they concluded 
from what they ſaw, that it was all the ſame whether 
they worſhip'd, or not worſhip'd'; all men dying with- 
out diſtinction: and, with refoedk to the other, no man 
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expected his life wou'd laſt, till the law cou'd puniſh

him for his misbehaviour. - But they thought there was 


now, over their heads, ſome greater judgment decreed 


againſt em, before which fell it was but fit they ſhou'd 


enjoy ſome little part of life.

their men dying of the diſeaſe within, and the enemy 


waſting the country without.
